the ciril war passed finally by 103 to 34. 


Harrisburg, June 14.—The senate 


congressional apportionment bill was 
passed finally by the house yesterday 
by a strict party Tote of 112 to 31. The 
bill creates 32 districts, to conform with 
the federal apportionment- Pennsyl- 
Tania has at present 18 district con- 
gressmen and two at large. This bill 
gives Philadelphia 
and 
Allegheny 


counties each one additional congress- 
man. Under it 29 districts hare a nom- 
inal Republican majority and the other 
three are safely Democratic. 
The 


measure goes back to the senate for 
concurrence in the amendments mad* 
by the house committee. 


The house Judicial 
apportionment 


bill also passed finally. This bill has 
been amended by attaching Bedford 
county, which is at present a separate 
district, to Huntingdon and 
Mlfflin 


counties. Cameron county is taken 
from Clinton and Elk and attached to 
Potter county. 
Harrisburg, June 15.—A short ses- 


sion of the house was held yesterday 
at which a large number of appropria- 
tion bills passed first and second read- 
Ing. The Focht and Scott supplemental 
hills to the rapid transit laws passed 
first reading. 
The Kennedy bill requiring all ma- 


terial used in the construction and re- 
pair of buildings receiTing state aid to 
be products of the United States was 
defeated on second reading after the 
rejection of an amendment prohibiting 
contractors under penalty from em- 
ploying any but citizens of the United 
States. 


Harrisburg, June 18.—In the senate 


last night Mr. Focht, of Union, report- 
ed from the elections committee the 
Guftey ballot bill, with amendments. 
The new amendments provide that on 
the application of 30 electors of any 
election district the courts shall direct 
the opening of ballot boxes in. the 
presence of the court where complaints 
of fraud are made. The bill had pre- 
viously been amended so as to include 
the party circle and the assistance 
features of the Focht bill- The bill is 
on third reading and can be called up 
at any time. 


The senate refused to concur in the 


bouse amendments to the congresslon- 
al apportionment bill, and a committee 
oa conference was appointed.

man, of Cambria, was adopted, recom- 
mending to the president of the Uni- 
ted States the appointment of Col.

THIS BOY IS A WONDER. 


A PENNSYLVANIA LAD WHO IS AS 


REMARKABLE AS HELEN KELLAR. 


Fire Y*at* Old Be Had No Mor» 


Intelligence TUMB a U«oa-Sat»r«d flip- 
py—How Ml* »row»jr tittle Brain Wa* 
Awakened—Is Aetire and Self-Keliant. 
The fame of Helen Kellar has to an 


extent overshadowed that of Tommy 
Stringer, although in his way the lit- 
tle Pennsylvania boy is quite as inter- 
esting and quite as remarkable as the 
little southern girL 
Just a year before the kindergarten 


for the blind was opened in Boston, on 
the 3d of July. I8SC, Tommy was born 
near Waynesbury, Penn. He was like 
any other healthy, happy baby in his 
first few months. But soon after the 
death of his mother he had an attack 
of spinal meningitis, and on his re- 
covery, when he was hardly 2 years 
old, he was found both blind and deaf. 
His father was a workingman with 
small means, and he felt absolutely 
powerless to help his afflicted little 
boy. 
After a time the .blind and deaf 


child was taken to the Alleghany hos- 
pital. 
He was a healthy little ani- 


mal, 
apparently, with .no more intelli- 


gence than a good natured puppy. In 
this condition he was finally brought 
to the kindergarten for the blind in 
the spring of 1S91. 


Here he was at once put in the care 


of a special teacher, whose duty it was 
to give all her time to him. Although 
it seemed an almost hopeless task, 
an effort was to be made to rescue him 
from the prison into which his deaf- 
ness and blindness had thrown him. 
He bad never yet walked upright. In 
spite of his 5 years he crawled along, 
pushing his way with his hands and 
feet, and he always" moved backward 
to save his head from coming in con- 
tact with unexpected obstacles. The 
only sound he ever made was a piti- 
ful moan, which sounded the same 
•whether he meant it to express pleas- 
ure or pain. At times, when he felt 
especially disturbed, he would scream 
loudly and would strike out with his 
hands and tear his clothes. 


Before any effort could be made to 


reach Tommy's mind his body had 
to be put in order. 
Exercises were 


given to develop his flabby muscles 
and build up tissues. At last the ef- 
forts were rewarded. He could move 
about unassisted., could feed himself 
and even dress and undress himself. 
Unlike Helen Kellar or Laura Bridg- 
Tian, Tommy seemed very dull and 
apathetic. He was unwilling to make 
any effort for himself, and his teach- 
ers often feared that in the end they 
must give up the attempt to reach liis 
mind. 


Many, many months passed before 


the drowsy little brain grasped the 
fact that things have names, and that 
these names may be represented by 
the letters of the alphabet made on the 
lingers. 
But at length, by constant 


repetition, by infinite love and pa- 
tience, the first section of the bridge 
was built. Tommy began to realiz-? 
the outer world. He walked over the 
bridge, and began to take an interest. 
Soon he was one of the brightest 
children in the kindergarten. He un- 
derwent systematic training at the ba- 
sis of which was Froebel's prin-jiples 
of "natural development." Today, at 
14 years of age. Tommy compares fa- 
vorably with other boys of his years. 
He is tall, straight and strong. 
H-? 


has a well-shaped head and his ex- 
pression is bright and cheerful. His 
mind is full of information, and he is 
constantly asking for "more, more" 
knowledge. 


But he is not a mere lover of book?. 


He is active and self-reliant. He can 
use his hands to better advantage than 
most boys who can see and hear. 


A year ago last summer, for exam- 


ple, Mrs. Quincy 
Shaw 
(Agassiz' 


daughter) gave Tommy a sloyd bench 
fitted with all the necessary tools. 
Tommy was already fairly expert in 
sloyd, because instruction in manual 
training had been an important part 
of his education. But when he learned 
that the bench was to be sent to 
Wrentham, where he was to spend the 
summer, he immediately said: 
''Now 


I shall take all the care of Mr. Brown's 
house." Consequently even on the 
hottest days, he was to be found aJ, 
his bench. 
He replaced worn door 


sills with new, made a new barnyar<1 
gate. He replaced loose boards in the 
flooring of the porch, made a bano 
railing for persons going up and dow-i 
the steps. An old smokehouse which 
was given him as his especial domain 
he improved wonderfully. 
He too

THE THRILLING EXPERIENCE OF A 


CHINES£ CHRISTIAN FAMILY.

The following experience is that of 


the family of Deacon 
V.'au, of the 


First Congregational church in Pekic, 
told in the words of his wife. 
The 


family lived in a large court with sev- 
eral other families, some of whom 
were Boxers. 
Here is Mrs. Wau's 
story: 


We were not afraid, though we felt 


anxious on account of our four chil- 
dren. If we should be killed and they 
left, who would care for them? June 
13 I was alone in tae nous? with the 
children. All day the neighbors had 
been talking of the terrible things that 
were to happen to the Christians. I 
heard of the burning of the Methodist 
Episcopal 
Mission and the London 


Mission—heard the shouting on the 
street of "kill, kill, kill." 
About 8 


o'clock I could see the flames of the 
American Board chapel and hear the 
noise made by the multitude gathered 
about the place. My husband did not 
come, 
and I thought he had been 


killed. I took the 
children all up 


Btairs and then sat dcv/n and waited. 
They were crying 
for 
their father. I 


While trying to comfort them, a friend 
came quietly up stairs and told me 
not to make any noise, but to come 
out on the street, where my husband 
was waiting for me. My little two- 
year-old 
girl 
was 
asleep, 
and 
I 


thought I would first go and see what 
was wanted and then come back for 
her. 


We went out in the street, and the^-e 


In a dark corner was my husband. His 
first words were: "Where is our pre- 
cious baby, can it be that you have left 
her?" 1 said no, I wanted to see him 
first, and then if we were going to try 
to escape, I would go back for her. 


After we got the baby we made our 


way along in the dark to a rear court 
where a Christian family were living. 
From this court Mr. Wau climbed to 
the top of a temple belonging to a rich 
man living in a court at the front. I 
stood below and he whispered down to 
me what lie saw and heard. We heard 
the church at American Board chapel 
fall and a general shouting of voices. 
Afterward a man went by. calling cut 
if there were any followers of the for- 
eign devils about they had better es- 
cape at once, as a 
house-to-house 


search is to be made by the Boxers 
before mianlsrht. Every follower niay 
be killed. From the temple roof mi- 
husband saw them go to our house 
three times. 


At last he said it is no use to think 


we can escape them, but we will try. 
Don't let the children make a bit of 
noise. I will carry them one by one 
to the roof here, then we can talk and 
plan. He took the children up. and 
one by one carried them along the 
wall, then got onto the roof. 
I told 


my little girl not to cry, that papa 
would be very careful. She said -Yes," 
and was perfectly still. I do not know 
how I managed to climb to the top 
of that eight foot wall, to walk along 
the narrow top and then crawl up the 
roof of the temple. 
All the time it 


seemed as if I was helped from be- 
hind. 
A big tree overshadowed the 


roof and we hid under the branches, 
watching the burning of the chapel 
and homes of the friends we loved. All 
over the city 
were fires, and the 


screaming of the mob was terrible. H 
was a horrible night. 
At last we 


.climbed into the tree and reached the 
ground—bruised and torn. We hid in 
a. little empty room back of the tem- 
ple. 


At last, about light, one of the ser- 


vants saw us and told his master. We 
all six. got down on our knees and 
entreated them to hide us for a few 
days, but they said no. there was l-j 
he a house to house search in the 
city, and if they sheltered Christians 
they would be killed themselves. 3iy 
L 
husband walked ahead, carrying the j 
baby and I followed after with the 
other three children. Soon we met a 
band of soldiers. Some did not notice 
us; others said: 
"Yefs kill them,' 


One said: "Let them go; cannot you 
see it is a whole family. Let them off 
this time." Even with their knives 
drawn I did not tremble. 


We walked for some distance till we 


came to a large family cemetery. The 
keeper was a kind man and lived there 
all alone. He told us to come in and 
said he would do his best, but the 1 
owner of the place was a Boxer, and 1 
it was not safe for Christians to stay. 
He got us some supper. It was very 
poor and drv. Our lips were cracked 
from fever and thirst, and I asked 
him to give us some porridge. 


We had a quiet night, but in the 


morning he said it would not do for 
us to stay. Then my husband became 
discouraged. 
He said the best an-i 


only thing for us to do is to go and 
give ourselves to the Boxers. We will 
only ask them to please kill the chil- 


fer for you if he could, but he cannot. 
The Boxers will ask you if you are 
Christians. If you say no they will 
let you off, if you say yes then they 
will kill you; but that only means 
suffering for a little, and then we will 
be with Jesus." The children one af- 
ter the other said: "I will say I am a 
Christian, I love Jesus, I am not afraid 
to die."

It did not seem as though we could 


I walk any more. The keeper said at 
| last he would see if he could get the 
• cart of a friend. He went out, and we 


i all had prayer together. After a time 
| the cart cauie, and we starred for Pe- 
j kin. We did not meet any Boxers, but 
j saw them in the distance.

i we owned, but had rented.

I -lats not only would not take us in, 


i but refused to pay us money they owed 


j us. 
We drove from street to street. 


At last I saw my husband was uearly 
desperate, and I whispered to him, 
"God has let us come all this road and 
we have not met Boxers: we must not 
seek death; perhaps He means us to 
live." 


The carter then got to talking with 


some people and learned 
that 
the 


Methodist Episcopal mission had not 
been attacked, so with great joy we 
made our way across the city and 
were received with open arms. 
The 


children jumped up and down in the 
cart and said: ''It is aihiost as nice as 
getting to heaven." It did seem so to 
us after the anxious hours. 
During 


the siege our dear little girl died, and 
heaven seems very near to us now.— 
The Congregationalist.

I have read with a great deal of in- 


terest an article headed "Life in Froz- 
en Fish." While it does not seem 
credible that fish ena be frozen until 
they are as hard as a stone and upon 
being placed in cold water for a few 
moments only become as 
lively as 


ever, it is nevertheless true. 


In 1S73 I was residing at Junction 


City, a pretty litcle city located in a 
romantic scot on the banks of Mill 
creek in central Wisconsin. The coun- 
try at that time was new and fish and 
game were plentiful. 
Mill creek was 


at the time famous as a trout stream, 
it being no trouble at all to catch 50 
pounds of speckled trout in a half 
day's fishing. Feb. 15. 1S73—I remem- 
ber the date because it was my twenty- 
first birthday—1 took down my rifle 
and struck out into the forest for the 
purpose of killing a deer. I had wan- 
dered along the backs of the stream 
i'or a distance of perhaps two miles 
when I ran into an old hunter who had 
cut a hole in the ice. through which he 
was fishing for trout. He was meet- 
ing with great success, for scattered all 
around hire could be seen the speckled 
beauties, where ne had thrown them 
as he took them off his hook. I was in- 
vited to help myself, which invitation 
I cheerfully accepted and I proceeded 
to out a. number of the fish in my game 
bag. 


It was just 4.47 o'clock when I re- 


turned home that afternoon, tired and 
hungry, and after hanging 
up my 


rifle took one of the largest of the trout 
and placed it out in a large cold-stor- 
age warehouse that stood near my 
house. intending to present it to 
"Uncle" Sam Carson for his breakfast 
the next morning. The fish was for- 
gotten and as a result lay in that ware- 
house solidly frozen until June 10, 
1SS4.

THE SURRENDER OP CAILLES. 


Will Hav« to Stand Trial For Many 


Act* of Cruelty. 


Washington, Jun« 17.—Officials of 


tho war department »r« rery 
well 


pleased with the prospective surrender 
of Gen. Cailles, the Filipino insurgent 
leader. CaiJles is a man of consider* 
mbl« influence, and -with his backing of 
some hundreds of men has been a men- 
ace to the efforts of the military au- 
thorities to stamp out the rebellion in 
Luzon. His capitulation, therefore, is 
regarded with much satisfaction by the 
authorities here, who say they see in 
it another evidence of the general dis- 
integration of the insurgent forces. 


For more than a year past Gen. Cail- 


les has commanded the insurgent 
forces operating on the east side of 
Bay lake, not far from Manila. He is 
said to be a French half caste and dur- 
ing the last revolution he has acquired 
a reputation for vindictiveness and 
cruelty. 


The Society of Mando-Ducats, whose 


practice "it was to assassinate and bury 
alive those of their countrymen who 
accepted sovereignty whenever the lat- 
ter fell into their hands, operated with 
the cognizance, if not the support, of 
Gen. Cailles. 
At one time Cailles of- 


fered a reward of $10 for the heads of 
all Americans brought to him, and 
more recently offered a reward of $10,- 
000 for the head of Capt. Edward N. 
Jones. Jr., cf the Eighth infantry. 


Since the capture of Aguinaldo Cai- 


lles, who was one of the few insur- 
gent leaders who did not surrender un- 
der the terms cf iianesty, had been 
pesistently pursued by the American 
troops. He was declared to be an out- 
law by the American authorities, and 
this fact, which meant that he would 
have to stand trial on the 
many 


charges against him, doubtless com- 
pelled him to prolong his resistance 
until he saw that his capture was cer- 
tain. 


FAITH HEALER DOW1E ALARMED. 


Says Chicago Physicians Have Con- 


spired to Kidnap Him. 


Chicago. June 17.—John Alexander 


Dowle announced at a meeting in Zlon 
Tabernacle yesterday that certain phy- 
sicians had formed a plot to kidnap 
him, lock him in a detention hospital 
and beat him on the head and back 
till he should lose all his reasoning 
powers and would become really in- 
sane. 


After his service he called a special 


meeting of the male members of Zion 
to take steps to help the Zion Guard 
In protecting him. 
He also 
made 


threats against the physicians that he 
would do to them as he thought they 
were trying to do to him unless they 
shall let him alone and stop calling 
him a paranoiac.

The enemy crept up to 
within short range and poured a dead- 
ly fire into the camp, killing two of- 
ficers and 16 men and wounding four 
officers and 38 men, of -whom 28 were 
slightly wounded. Only two officers 
and 50 men escaped to Gen. Beaston's 
camp. The remainder were taken pris- 
oners and released. Two pom-poms 
were captured by the enemy.

Th« Prisoner's Counsel Will Now Ask 


For the Quashing of the Indictment, 
Declaring That Two Disagreements 
Are Equivalent to Acquittal. 
New York, June 17.—The 1J men 


who, since 12:15 o'clock Saturday af- 
ternoon, at the conclusion of the 
judge's charge, considered the evi- 
dence in the third trial of Dr. Samuel 
J. Kennedy for the murder of "Dolly" 
Reynolds, reported to Judge Xewber- 
ger yesterday forenoon that they were 
unable to agree upon a verdict. The 
Judge at once discharged the jury 
from further service and remanded the 
prisoner to the Tombs. When the fore- 
man of the jury announced the inabil- 
ity to agree Dr. Kennedy seemed un- 
able to comprehend the situation. Then 
the tears came to his eyes, and his 
face showed the effort he was making 
to control himself and crush his disap- 
pointment. But the smile that had been 
marked through most of the trial came 
back quickly and grew brighter as he 
caught the eye of Mr. Moore, his attor- 
ney.

Electrical Stocm. 


The most severe electrical 
rtdrih 


known for many years, passed over thfli 
place and vicinity between 1 and 2 o*« 
clock Thursday afternoon. For about 
20 minutes there was one incessant streak 
of lightning with heavy peals of thunder. 


Lightning struck a telegraph polfe 


along the W. M. R. R close to the house 
of James Sheely at the edge of town, 
shocking Mrs. Sheely, who lay in an un- 
conscious condition 30 minuf&s or more.

to the Sheely house, a large willow tree 
was struck and cut entirely off close 16 
the ground.

near town, the barn was struck twice, 
and a locust tree and a walnut tree, closfc 
to the barn was struck—four bolts in less 
than five minutes time and within a spaed 
of 100 feet.

Lightning struck a telegraph pole near
